To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Hanwell  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen. 

I beg  to  submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  1916. 

It  is  typewritten,  and  very  brief  in  compliance  with  the 
suggestions  contained  in  the  circular  letter  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  dated  19th  January,  and  the  usual  tabulated  Statistics,  which 
were  in  former  years  supplied  by  this  Department,  and  appended  to  the 
Report,  known  as  Tables  I, II.  Ill,  & IV,  have  on  this  occasion  been 
dispensed  with,  and  a simple  statement  of  the  causes  of  deaths, 
deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age,  the  number  of  births,  and  the 
population  for  estimating  the  Death  and  Birth  rates  have  been  supplied 
in  their  place  from  the  General  Register  Office.  Somerset  House. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  two  estimates  of  population  are 
given,  one  marked  "death  rate"  is  the  estimate  of  the  Civilian 
population  of  the  District  in  1916.  the  other, used  for  the  calcula- 
tion of  the  Birth  rate,  is  an  estimate  of  the  total  population,  based 
on  the  assumption  that  the  ratio  between  total  and  civilian  popula- 
tion is  the  seme  in  this  District  as  in  England  and  Wales  as  a whole, 
the  latter  has  been  arrived  at  by  adding  to  the  published  estimated 
population  for  1914  the  natural  increase  up  to  the  middle  of  the 
year  1916. 

The  figure  given  as  the  Civil  population  for  estimating 
the  death  rate  is  19.973.  whereas,  had  it  been  calculated  as  in 
former  years,  it  would  have  been  21,236.  and  had  the  latter  figure 
been  used  in  calculating  the  death  rate  for  the  year,  the  latter 
would  have  been  only  9.5  per  1,000  living  persons,  instead  of  10.1 
as  recorded.

It  will  Toe  noticed  that  there  has  been  a great  decrease  in 
the  number  of  Scarlet  Jever  cases,  hut  on-  the  other  hand  Diphtheria 
hop  increased-. 

Seven  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  cases  occurred  at  the  Park  School, 
and  two  at  the  Central  London  District  School;  two  cases  of 
Diphtheria  also  occurred  at  the  [latter  Institution. 

One  case  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Meningitis  was  reported,  but  the 
notification  was  subsequently  withdrawn.  There  were  no  cases  of 
Poliomyelitis  reported. 

There  were  2 cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  which  together 
with  those  of  Tuberculosis  and  Measles  are  referred  to  in  the  Health 
Visitor’s  Report. 


Mate r n ity  and  Child  Welfare . 


There  is  one  Health  Visitor  giving  three-quarters  of  her 
time  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work,  and  the  remainder  to 
Tuberculosis  visiting  and  visiting  school  children  suffering  from 
minor  infectious  diseases. 

She  visits  children  up  to  school  age,  and  cases  of  Ophthalmia. 

Neonatorum, 

She  also  gives  Lectures  and  Health  talks  to  mothers  and 
girls  at  Girls’  Clubs  and  Mothers’  Meetings,  and  is  available  every 
morning  at  her  room  at  the  Council  Offices  for  consul tations. 

In  1915,  2143  visits  were  made  to  411  infants. 

Centre  Municipal,  a Centre  was  established  in  October 

1916  a t the  Public  Library  with  weekly  consultations.

The  Council  has  this  year  subscribed  to  Queen  Charlotte’s 
Hospital,  thereby  securing  3 In-patients  and  3 Out-patients  letters 
for  use  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work. 

During  1916  there  were  406  births  notified  in  the  District, 
of  vfoich  number  16  were  stillborn.  There  were  also  6 outside  births. 

395  visits  were  paid,  but  total  visits  amount  to  2,219. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  was  adopted  in  1912,  and  a 
Health  Visitor  was  shortly  after  appointed  for  half  her  time,  and 
subsequently,  as  already  stated,  she  was  engaged  by  the  Council  for 
her  full  time. 

The  mean  Infant  Mortality  £er  1,000  Births  during  1911  - 1914 
was  105,  for  the  letter  year  it  was  108,3:  in  1911  it  was  14C.9, 
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It  i?  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  is  already  a consider- 
ed! e reduction  in  thepe  abnormally,  high  figurep,  for  in  1915  it 
was  90,  end  for  the  year  under  consideration  (1916)  it  wap  only 
82.  There  ip  ptill  however  much  to  he  done  in  this  District  in  the  * 
matter  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

At  present  the  strong  and  healthy  children  are  fairly 
well  provided  for,  the  Council  having  taken  over  the  Day  Nurses,  hut  - 
when  the  child  becomes  ill,  or  ip  delicate  at  and  from  birth,  and 
requires  special  and  in  many  cases  Institutional  treatment,  where  it 
can  receive  special  attention,  no  such  accommodation  is  provided; 
our  local  Cottage  Hospital  unfortunately  cannot  provide  this,  having 
only  two  Wards,  intended  for  adults,  and  a small  room  required  for 
emergencies  and  operations.  nowadays,  it  is  a tedious  journey  to 
the  London  Hospitals,  which  are  themeeLves  fully  occupied,  so  that  in 
many  instances  I have  sent  delicate  and  pick  children,  whose 
mothers  having  to  go  to  work  are  unable  to  look  after  them,  into  the 
Brentford  Union  Infirmary  at  Isleworth. 

The  Health  Visitor  has  her  Meeting  in  a room  at  the  Dree 
Library  every  Tuesday  afternoon  for  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  which  is  so  well  attended  as  to  be  often  overcrowded,  and 
the  present  arrangement  is  quite  unsuitable. 

A Committee  of  ladies  has  been  formed  to  assist  her  in 
her  work,  any  medical  advice  or  attention  that  is  given  is  provided 
gratuitously  by  myself.  Doubtless  the  Council  will  shortly  take 
this  matter  in  hand,  and  place  this  important  work  on  a proper 
footing.
